Copies of the warning below have 
been issued by Chief Air Raid War- 
den D, Grover Brooks and distri- 
buted in Bethel village. It will 
be noted that the warning of three 
blasts of the fire siren is like the 
Home Guard signal, except that 
the latter signal, as established 
last fall, is repeated oncé. 
Important—Air Raid Instructions 

Air Raid Alarm—three blasts of 


fire siren. At night, blackout im- 
mediately. See that all Hghts are 
cut, or windows shaded s0 that no 
light can be seen from the outside 
of building. (Street lights will be 
turned off). 
Keep away from Windows—In 
case of explosion, flying glass is 
very dangerous. Keep a shaded 
flashlight handy to prevent acct- 
dents in the home. Blackouts need 
a lot of planning to be effective. 
Stay blacked out until eall-clear 
signal is sounded. This is one short 
blast of fire siren. 
This is a civilian, as much as a 
military or naval war, and probably : 
there will be more casualties among 
the civilian population than in the 
armed forces. Therefore cooper- 
ation on your part will not only 
add to your own safety, but also 
to the safety of others, 
It will be necessary to have pre- 
arranged blackouts from time to 
time in order that everyone wil!
